School Report. 


"Your committee has endeavored, aswell as his health and abili- 
ties would aliow, ‘to attend to the duties assigned him ; and is hap-* 
py to report the schools, with perhaps one or two exceptions, in a 
very prosperous condition. With one or two exceptions, we have 
good school houses now throughout town, and we sincerely hope the 
people in those districts will not. much longer neglect: that’ 
which is ‘so much for. their interest. We think the several’ 
districts have been very fortunate in| their selection of Teachers 
during the year. _ As a general thing they have been faithful and 
successful. We have endeavored to see where the principal failings 
were in our schools, what allerations ought to be made that the 
system work more smoothly and advantageously the great objects 
or which it is employed. 

‘A great deal has been written about the unfitness of ‘our school 
houses, and in regard to one or two a great deal more might be writ- 
ten if it would do any good, but so few of our scholars are injured 
by this cause, we do n’t intend’ giving much space to it here, but 
would rejoice with the scholars in District No. 10, that they have 
had erected ‘for them during the past season, so comfortable and 
convenient an edifice in place of their old stone one, which the dis- 
trict wisely concluded, was unfit longer to subserve the purpose for 
which it was erected. 

The principal evil of which we wish to speak, the one in which all 
the schools are interested, is Multiplicity of Text Books. What 
parent has not complained, because he has had to buy so many 
new books for his children ? 

What teacher has not been bothered, by not knowing what to do 
with so many classes as he is obliged to have, owing to each scholar 
having a different book ? 

And what scholar has not felt the disadvantages ot being in a 
small class, when he might be in a larger one, were it not that his 
book is not like the rest of the class? We find that there are al- 
together too many different kinds of books, too great a variety, too 
great for Parent, too great for Teacher, too great for Pupil. It 
would be useless to speak of this evil as regards parents, for we 
think they will see it readily, but perhaps not as regards the teacher 
and pupil so readily. We believe the teacher not only wants to un- 
derstand the science, but also the particular text book he is going to 
teach, for if he does not understand the arrangement of the dif 
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ferent parts," or the exact wording of the rules, in which explanations’ 
to the scholar, he will most likely use different terms from those used’ 
in the book, and this confuses the scholar and hinders his progress.’ 
Now are we to expect the teacher to be acquainted with five or six 
differant Grammars, Arithmetics, Geographies, &c., and so well ac-’ 
quainted as not to mix up one’s rules and explanations with anoth- 
er’s ?ifso, we have got to look further for/our teachers, than we 
have been in the habit of, and then find ourselves disuppointed,— 
No, while the text book has so prominent 2 place in our common 
igo} system, we ought to have a uniformity of books, . and keep 
them, so. that if teacher, or scholars go from one district to another, 
they may know just what books to find there, and prepare themselves 
accordingly, so that the parent may know just what hooks to get his. 
children, and not have to get them new ones every time there is a. 
new teacher... Who wants his pupils to have the same book ‘he 

studied, or every time a publishing house gets out a new work, which 
of course is far superior to all others of the kind, and which must. 
be sold... We believe in progress, also that there is a difference, that; 
one author’s books may be. superior to another, but the simple fact, 
that a» work is new, or that it comes highly recommended, or that 

the introducer is willing to exchange for the cld books, is no reason, 

why old and tried books’ should be set aside for new. 

The prevailing Readers in our schools, are the series of Town and 
Holbrook’s Progressive, although there are three or four other kinds, 
We think it a very good series, and hope ere another year comes _ 
round, it will be all that will be found in our schools. 

For Spellers, we have everything; it would be hard telling which 
does prevail. For writing, most of the scholars are furnished with 
Payson & Dunton’s Copy Book, some however, prefer to get those 

a few cents cheaper, and let the teacher set the copy, and so change 
the style of hand, every time the teacher is changed. It should be 
left to the teacher to order what No. of copy book the scholar.’ 
should have, and not have so many getting books too far advanced, 
for them. Arithmetic, we have Adam’s, Greenleaf’s, Colburn’s, 
‘Holbrook’s and Enierson’s.. Grammars, we have Wells’, Weld & 
Quackenbos’, Weld’s, Green’s, Bullion’s and ‘'ower’s | EKlements.— 
Geography, Colton & Fitch’s is used almost. entirely, although 
there are, one or two classes in Cornell's. 

Now there is no intelligent person, but that knows that this nam- 
ber and variety of books, is more than is called for, and’ they are 
continually increasing and changing. But you will say that we are 
complaining of an evil, which it is our duty to remedy, well be that 
so, then the question comes, how are we to remedy it? Perhaps, to 
undertake to answer that, would. look like pointing out work 
for some future committee, and we are well aware that one under»
